FREEDOM AFTER 


SEVEN YEARS

REVIVES SENSATIONAL KILLING 
OF GENERATION—CLAIMS 
SANITY RESTORED 


(By United Pf***) 
Philadelphia, March 26.—If 
Harry K. Thaw, slayer of Stan­ 
ford White, secures his liberty 
as the result of proceedings in­ 
stituted in this city, where Thaw 
is confined, it will be a triumph 
of mother love. The hearing is 
net for April IO, here. 
Thaw, since 1917, has been an In­ 
mate of the Pennsylvania Hospital 
for Mental and 
Nervous 
Diseases, 
known popularly as "K lrk b rid es.” It 
is a private institution and a branch 
of the Pennsylvania Hospital of this 
city. 
It receives stat* aid and 
I* 
authorized to take state patients by 
commitment, where private funds are 
available for care and maintenance. 
This com mitment is not due to the 
Stanford White murder, but to the 
offenric of Thaw against Frederick 
Gump, Jr., of Kansas City, then a 
boy. in a New York hotel. 
Thuw claims, or his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Thaw, claims for him, through 
Thaw s attorney. Judge John M. P a t ­ 
terson of Philadelphia, t h a t T h a w ’s 
seven years’ tre a tm e n t in the P h ila ­ 
delphia asylum has restored him to 
sanity and th a t he can now be re ­ 
leased w ithout menace 
to 
public 
safety. 
When it was first announced by 
Judge Patterson that th e release of 
T haw would be sought. Mrs. T h aw 
was quoted in th* newspaper* as be­ 
ing against a hearing of the 
case. 
Later, however, when the actual fil­ 
ing was made of the petition, Mrs. 
Thaw stated th at she had opposed 
prosecution of her son’s appeal for 
liberty, until the civil suit of (lump 
had been disposed of. 
The Thaw- 
family appear confident th a t w ith the 
Gump cas* settled, insofar as the fin­ 
ancial end is concerned, there will be 
no danger of a prosecution in lh© 
New- York courts. 
Gump is said to 
be in Hun Francisco and out of reach 
of the New York courts if he declines 
to come east, as he is expected to 
Mrs. Thaw, th e mother, in 
P i t t s ­ 
burgh, stated th a t $25,000 had been 
paid in full settlement of the Gump 
civil claim. 
May Seek Thaw 
However, District Attorney J. 
H. 
P anton of New York has 
declared 
that if Thaw is declared sane by a 
Philadelphia jury, New York county 
would proceed to press the 
indict 
meet charging him with assault on 
(lump. 
The indictment was r e t u r n ­ 
ed Jan. l l , 1917, but T h a w s com 
mitmont lo the Peritisylvania Hospl 
tai prevented his trial. 
“ If Thaw is declared sane and is 
released, we will proceed as with anv 
other indictm ent,’' said Bunton. “ The 
offense charged is an 
extraditable 
one. 
I can take no notice of the re 
ported settlement of the civil suit, 
my duty being to pre.^s prosecution 
of the indictm ent.’’ 
“ However, if the Gump case has 
been settled to the financial satisfac­ 
tion of the Gump family, it is not be­ 
lieved th at Thaw can be convicted in 
New York City. 
In previous hearings. Evelyn Nos 
bit T haw opposed release of her for 
mer husband on tty* ground that h e r­ 
self and her son would be iu danger 
of their lives if he was set at liberty. 
Owin:; to the change in the circum 
stances of the heroine-victira of the 
famous killing, it 
is 
questionable 
wheth er she will again appear or. if 
sh**doe.-, w h eth er her plea will re­ 
ceive much credence. 
Cost $1,500,000 
it h a s been 
estimated 
th a t 
the 
T h aw case has coat, 
In 
legitimate 
court, atto rn e y and other fees, over 
$1 500,OOO, of Which approximately 
$500,000 has fallen on th e public and 
$1,000,000 on T h a w ’s personal and 
family fortune. 
Thaw , up to the time of his con­ 
finement in t h e Philadelphia asylum 
had spent the bulk of his own for­ 
tu ne to gain freedom 
durin g 
IO 
years oLalmost ceaseless legal s t r u g ­ 
gle. 
Since his confinement, however 
his estate, conserved by his m o th er’s 
attorneys, is said to have reached a 
value of $1,000,000. 
His aged mo­ 
ther has spent the family 
fortune 
like water to free the son from his 
numerous escapades, and at an a d ­ 
vanced age, is still devoted to his 
cause. 
Thaw, of recent years, has been a l­ 
lowed to go to P ittsb u rg h with con­ 
siderable frequency to visit Mrs. Mary 
Thaw , th e mother. 
He is now 54, is 
slightly grayed and stooped, but is 
said to have regained largely 
his 


physical health while in confinement 
When the application was filed for 
his release he was 
“ on 
vacation'’ 
from the asylum with his mother st 
Pittsburgh. 
His 
attorney 
stated, 
without confirmation from his m oth­ 
er, tha t in case of hi* release from 
the asylum he would take 
a 
trip 
around the world. 
T h aw was born In P itstb u rg h In 
1870, being one of seven children of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Thaw. 
His 
early life was much the same as that 
of ordinary boys. 
When aged 16 he 
attended school at Wooster, O., and 
at the age of 21, went to Harvard, 
rem a in in g there about a year. 
Later 
he entered Princeton, where he re­ 
mained about three 
yeara. 
After 
leaving school, T h aw devoted most 
of hts time to seeing th e world and 
doing th in g s th a t kept him in the 
limelight moat of the time. 
In his will, T h a w ’s fath er had left 
him an allowance of $2,460 yearly. 
To this th e mother added $90,606, 
which enabled th e young millionaire 
to live the high life t h a t most a p ­ 
pealed to him. and which eventually 
led to the killing of Stanford White. 
It was while between the ages of 21 
and $4 that T haw began giving the 
world th ings to talk about# and for 
several yeara there was hard I*’ a day 
that his name did not appear in the 
newspapers of this and o th er coun­ 
tries. 
Startled Parti 
He made several trips to Europe, 
where he startled Paris and other 
cities with hiR parties and other es­ 
capades. 
It was In Parts th a t he 
gave a dinner to more th a n IOO cf 
the most beautiful actresses of the 
French capitol, said to have cost him 
more th a n $50,000. 
At that time he 
was 28. 
The dinner was served in one of 
the fashionable r e sta u ran ts on 
the 
Champs Elysee*. 
D uring the gaiety 
of the evening he showered costly 
gifts upon the actresses. 
One, an 
American, receiving 
an 
American 
flag worked in with pearls, garnets 
and sapphires on a broach.# It was 
In 1898. 
After a year in the States, T h aw 
returned to Paris 
and 
entertained 
Prince Komatso, brother of the Mik­ 
ado of Japan. 
Tile entertain m en t 
lasted th ree days, durin g which time 
the Moulin Rouge, where it was held. 
was practically T h a w ’s. 
This is 
said to have cost another $50,000. 
In March, 
1901, 
the 
Countess 
Louise de Mortons, a duelling young 
widow, with whom T h a w had associ­ 
ated considerably, announced 
that 
she was having a subm arine built, 
in tending to spend the remainder of 
her life in it. 
She attrib u ted this 
action to the fact th a t T haw had re ­ 
fused to m arry her. 
Thaw at Washington 
R e tu rn in g from one of his rtips in 
1901, Thaw rented the Don Cameron 
house in Lafayette Square, W a s h in g ­ 
ton, which adjoins the Belasco T h e ­ 
atre, and which was, for a lime, the 
scene of lavish entertainm ents. 
A 
short time after ren tin g the place his 
m other and sister, Alice, went 
to 
Washington. 
He invited his friend, 
the Earl of Yarmouth , to call, and 
a short time later the courtship of 
the earl and Alice was iu full swing. 
Between t hat time and th e date of 
the m arriage Thaw and 
the 
earl 
quarreled when th e earl refused to 
go to the altar until his allowance 
was doubled. 
When five years later, 
the earl and Lady Yarmouth were di­ 
vorced, T h aw was reported 
to 
be 
highly pleased. 
It was about 1901 th a t T h aw first 
met Evelyn Nesbitt, . t h e u 
hardly 
more th a n a child. 
She had been 
taken by her mother from her home 
in P ittsburgh, to Philadelphia, and 
later to New York, where she was 
pronounced by some of the greatest 
artists of th a t city uh the n w t per­ 
fect model in America. 
For a time 
she posed, but before meeting Thaw. 
took to the stage and was a chorus 
girl in the “ F lo rad o ra” company. In 
the chorus her beauty attracted much 
attention and soon along th e rialto 
Evelyn Nesbitt was heralded as one 
of the discoveries of the season. 
But 
as an actress she fell short. 
Met Stanford White 
Meanwhile, she had met Stanford 
White. 
At length he persuaded her 
mother to allow' him to 
send 
her 
da u g h te r t o school th a t she might 
attain a higher degree of efficiency 
on the stage. 
From then on, for a 
period of six years. W hite’s attentions 
lo the little model were constant. 
White was married, old enough to 
be the girl s father, but this fact did 
not rob her of th e pleasure of his 
company. 
He soon introduced her 
into his own social circles, as was 
vividly brought out later when she 
bardo her life in an atte m p t to save 
Thaw from the electric chair. 
In his 
gorgeously furnished studio, high up 
in the tower of Madison Square G a r ­ 
den, he gave wine suppers in her 
honor th a t bewildered her. 
He pos­ 
ed her for pictures and then, accord­ 
ing to her sw’orn statem ent In court, 
drugged her one night. 
White was 
one of the most famous architect* in 
the United States and th e Madison 
Square Garden, where he had apart 


meot*, was one of his masterpieces 


Met Harry Thaw 


Not long afterw ard, while still a 
member of the “F lo rad o ra’* company, 
Evelyn met Thaw'. 
The P itts b u r g h ­ 
er. with his allowance of more th an 
"166,000 yearly, had been blazing hts 
way th rough the bright apots in New 
York on a acale almost a* extensive 
as ha had entertained the fast set In 
Paris. 
The first night he saw her, 
he wrapped *50 htlis about the stems 
of American Beauty rose* and threw 
them at her feet. 
Later, at a chorus 
girls’ dinner, the two became fast 
friends. 
Thaw pressed lits suit and, 
in 4902, Evelyn broke with White. 
But th a t fall, White scored a bent on 
his rival by sending 
th e 
girl 
to 
school. 
In 190.1, after recovering from an 
operation, Evelyn and her 
mother 
toured Europe. 
T haw followed, and 
succeeded in getting the girl to leave 
her mother and to ur the continent 
with him. 
While in Paris, Evelyn 
testified in court. T h aw mistreated 
her in a m anner verging on cruelty. 
Upon her return *o 
the 
United 
States, 
Evelyn 
related her experi­ 
ences to White, who retaliated by 
circulating stories attac k in g T h a w ’s 
character. 
Principal of these war. 
that Thaw* was a drug fiend. 
Not­ 
w ithstan d in g this. Thaw aud the girl 
were married In 1905. 
For a year 
after the marriage, T haw had pri­ 
vate detectives shadow White, 
be­ 
lieving the architect was trying to 
alienate the affections of his wife. 
* 
Thaw's mother had consented to 
the marriage, as had E velyn’s m oth­ 
er, and both attended th e wedding. 
Mrs. Thaw took her new daughter-in- 
law Into her home, Introduced her 
to society, and had her schooled in 
foreign 
languages. 
Thaw* settled 
down for a time, hut 
returned 
to 
New York, m i t e bitter th an 
ever 
against White. 


Killing of White 


Tho final chapter of Harry T h a w ’s 
career as a prince of good time* was 
at hand. 
On the night of J u n e 25. 
1906, ho and his wife dined at the 
Cafe Marlin, acc ompanied by Thorn rn 
McCaleb and Truxton Beale. 
Mrs. 
Thaw saw White pass th rough the 
room and. askin g for a pencil, w r o t e 
on a piece of paper and handed it to 
her husband. 
A short time later the 
party went to the roof garden, where 
they remained until l l p. rn. 
They 
had started to lew vc. 
When they 
had reached the elevator, Mrs. Thaw 
tu rned to speak With her husband, 
Dut found he was not w ith her. Look­ 
ing bark into the dining room she 
saw Thaw sta nding in front of th e 
table at which White was souled. 
Before she could speak Thaw rais­ 
ed a revolver and fired. 
The* bullet 
struck the architect in th*- shoulder. 
White Jumped from his seat, leaned 
forward and gra* ped T h a w ’s 
arm. 
Harry fired again, this time the bul­ 
let enterin g W hite s eye mid pene­ 
trat in g the brain. 
Then another shot, and Stanford 
White, th e greatest of all American 
architects, lay dead on the floor of 
the building which made him famous. 
He died w ithout a chance of defend­ 
ing himself, and without hearing I he 
pattin g words of his assailant: “ You 
have ruined my wife.’’ 
Tho nine-year legal b a t h e was on. 
Immediately the* vaat Thaw fortune 
was brought together and the great 
est of America’s lawyers wore re 
rained to defend the slayer. 
The first trial was started in the 
New* York branch of the Criminal 
Court Jan. 21, 1907, and lasted 67 
days. 
The events which followed 
made the case the most sensational 
ever heard in this country. 


Evelyn Tell* Story 


Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw 
took 
the 
stand. 
In a desperate effort to save 
the man whoa: name she* bore, she 
bared her life to the world. 
She 
told In detail the hideous d o r y of the 
things she said she had suffered at 
the hands of Stanford White. 
Sh<- 
told Of W h ite’.: luxurious studio, its 
costly furnishings, its secret passages 
where W hite made play of his vic­ 
tims, and its plush swings 
where 
White sw ung many girls and wome n 
until their heels touched the celling. 
And she told of a dinner, the feature 
of which was a huge pH* which, when 
opened, revealed a nude young girl, 
a girl who later dP-d in the gutter. 
A year later the second trial was 
opened, w’htch resulted In T h aw be­ 
ing committed to the asylum at M at­ 
tes wan. the very thiug he had fought 
against from the beginning. 
Then followed a long fight to free 
him. 
A fortune wa* spent, hut 
it 
yielded nothing but disappointment. 
It was said th a t a bribe of $25,000 
was offered for his release, which 
might have been the 
ground-w ork 
for the sensational escape from the 
amylum Aug. 17, 1912. 
Early th a t morning T h aw ran from 
the asylum grounds, dragged into a 
w aiting automobile, which soon van­ 
ished. 
Ha reached Canada, but was 
arrested a short time later and re ­ 
turned 
to New* 
Hampshire. 
And

passed on the P itts b u r g h e r ’s sanity, 
and after deliberating until July I#, 
found him sane. 
The verdict was

following day. 
The next day, under

ford W hite was a free man, 
He heel 
been a preener nine years and tw e n ­ 
ty-one days. 
T h a w arrived in P ittsburgh sever­ 
al days afte r his reloan* by Justice 
He del rick. 
It was th e first v lait to 
hts boyhood home In nine years, yet 
he had little difficulty In adapting 
himself. 
Then his name once again blazed 
forth In newspaper headlines. T haw 
was Indicted in New* York, Jan. 9. 
1917, on a charge

F ra nk Gump. Jr.. aged 19, of Kansas

A nation-wide search was started 
for Thaw.

large number, fearing Thaw might 
attem pt to escape, surrounded 
the 
house, while several entered. 
They 
worked ther way cautiously to the 
second door. 
The door of the h u n t ­ 
ed m a n ’* room was thro w n open. 
Thaw , his throsf and wrlata slash­ 
ed. lay on a bod, the blood trickling 
down the stele of the bed and onto the 
floor. 
Thaw Sent to Asylum 
The next day, Thaw issued a long 
statement in which he denied he waa 
guilty of the crime of which he waa 
charged. 
T h aw wa* held In 
Philadelphia, 
while ofile (ala of New York exerted 
every power they had to secure cus­ 
tody. 
The proceeding dragged on 
until May 9. when Governor B r u m ­ 
baugh officially refused to tu rn the 
P tts h u rg h e r over to the New York 
court* until such time us the Penn- 
City. 
It was charged he enticed th e Sy lvan ia courts might nee fit to re- 


lease him. 
F o u r days later, March 1.1, a san­ 
ity commistion Investigated the con­ 
ditions s u rro u n d in g T h a w ’* lates t es­ 
capade, and pronounced him insane. 
He was sent to th e asylum, where for 
years he faded from th e spotlight, 
until the* order was secured, on March 
14, to give him a re h e a rin g on the 
grounds th a t he had regain ed his 
sanity.

Tho final chapter of Harry Thaw’s 
carcer as a prince of good times was 
at hand.

The next day. Thaw issued a long 
statement in which he denied ho was 
guilty of the crime of which he was 
charged. 
Thaw' was held in 
Philadelphia, 
while officials of New York exerted 
every power they had to secure cus­ 
tody. 
The proceeding dragged on 
until May 9, when Governor Brum­ 
baugh officially refused to turn the 
Pttshurgher over to the New York 
courts until such time us the Penn­ 
sylvania courts might see fit to re­ 


lease him. 
Four days later, March 13, a san­ 
ity commission investigated the con­ 
ditions surrounding Thaw’s latest es­ 
capade. and pronounced him insane.

The United States Lawn Tennis association, which approved of the rn w 
interpretation of the am ateu r rule that a player was not an am ateu r who de­ 
rived substantial compensation from the writing of new spaper articles, has 
made it Just as clear that Tilden will have to quit playing lf he w ants to write. 
Tilden thought an exception might be made of his ease. 
He maintained 
ihat lit' had been engaged in Hie new spaper business before he Ireccme a te n ­ 
nis champion, ami that the newspapei profession was his accepted vocation. 
The executive committee of flu* a: 
elation, however, thought differently, and 
told Tilden that he would get no place with an appeal against the rule. 
It is obvious from the 'sincerity of his statem ents that Tilden means to 
quit tennis and continue his literary work. 
He claims that, he would rath e r 
he a w riter than a tennis player. 
II is quite apparent th a t he is not fishing 
for com plim ents from the public, or seeking sympathy, whet 
he announc.es 
that he is going to retire. 
The tennis association, having made the rule, must mick to it and, if it 
refuses to step back, Tilden wil have to step out. 
ll 
will Im* a trem endous 
loss not only to the United S tites, but to all tennis if Tilden does h a te to 
quit and it will he a loss that is entirely unnecessary and inexcusable. 
The little grout) of idealists and purists who are now running tennis in 
the United States took the most radical means of dealing with a problem that 
was the least dangerous to the gam e.' The penally in this case is no more 
in proportion to the offense than banishment or life Imprisonment ^v,ould be 
for a violation of tin' criminal code that al le nd ed spitting on the sidewalk. 
Ju st because he desired to make a living oui of a ptofc sion for which he is 
adequately qualified, Tilden must give up a game that put the tennis asso­ 
ciation where it is. 
„ 
The association at tho present tint© is in a prosperous condition and ii 
is flourishing. 
It has respect and prestige. 
When it ruh% ii m eans some­ 
thing. 
The association is in its present condition because the United Stales 
dom inates the world of tennis, 
ii has the w orld’s greatest payers iii Tilden 
and Johnston and ii holds the Davis cup. 
The money received from the Davis Dup contests has mad** the associa­ 
tion what it is, and Tilden had a m ajor share in bringing the Davis (tup con­ 
tests hack to this country,

Tilden is anything but a sap. 
He is a very intelligent man, a good willer,
